Madoe is « thriving village of twelye 
or fifteen huodrid inhabitan’s It is 
thirty miles north of Belleville, and is 
reached by the Belleville & North Hast- 
ings Railway, «road of easy manners, 
and tomparatively indifferent to time in 
ranuing its trains. There are (wo trains 
daily each way between Belleville and 
Madoc. Thoy sometimes are hours on 
the road, and the evening train, which 
curries the Toronto morning papers to 
Madoe, it is sxid,does frequently not ar- 
rive till 8 or 9 o'clock, although it leaves 
B Weville shortly after 5 o'clock. ~The 
people ble, but have to suluait and 
be thankful On my way up ly this 
train ihe frst ten or eleven miles were
